WASHINGTON. Aug. 1.—It will 
take all winter toc get the peace 
treaty ratified by the other powers of 
the world if the Senate insists on 


making reservations and some of the) 


nations signatory to the pact may 
break down before negotiations can 
be completed. 

This was the substance of an argu- 
ment against reservations made by 
President Wilson today in an inter- 
view at the White House with Sen- 
ator Watson of indiana, according 
to the Senator wpon his return to 
the Capitol. 

The President spoke earnestly of 
the dangers likely to result from the 
delay following the resubmission of 
the peace treaty to the other powers 
to obtain their consent to American 


reservations. He made it plain he 
would oppose any reservations. 


Senator Watson told the President, | 


nevertheless, he could not support 
the treaty in its present form and 
reiterated what many 
Tiguan Sénators have told M 

that the Senate will reject the treaty 
without reservations. 

The Senn 
argument was strong. 

The Senator told the President he 
was thinking of the interests of the 
United States first and did not be- 
HMeve that the welfare of America 
should be sacrificed just to hurry the 
final acceptance of the treaty by 
other nations. 

PROTOCOL BEFORE SENATE. 


he protocol to the German peace 
treaty, defining explanation of the 
treaty agreed to in memorandums 
exchanged between the German and 
Allied plenipotentiaries, was 
before the Senate today by Vice- 
President Marshall. The dgcuments 
were transmitted yesterday by Pres- 
ident Wilson, but too late for sub- 
mission before today. * 

The protocol was ‘accompanied by 
explanatory letters from President 
Wilson and Secretary Lansing. The 
protocol and the correspondence 
were referred to the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee. 

Great Britain and Germany al- 
ready have ratified the treaty, and 
as soon as it shal} have been ap- 
proved by two others of the asso- 
ciated nations it will take effect, as 
far as thoag four countries are con- 
cerned, permitting the immediate 
resumption of fuli diplomatic and 
trade relations. 

Among the provisions in the pro- 
tocol is one requiring the German 
government to transmit to the Al- 
lied and associated governments,

Morale of Army:so Bad Little Hope of Re- 
gaining Territory Lost to Reds.

PARIS, Aug. 1.—The All-Russian government of Admiral 
Kolchak is preparing to move from Omsk to Irkutsk, Siberia, and 
the morale of the Kolchak army is becoming so bad that there is 
little hope of its regaining the territory recently lost to the Bol- 
sheviki, according to dispatches received in Paris. | 
The dispatches indicate that general war weariness, rather 
than Bolshevism, is weakening the Kolchak forces. The Czecho- 
Slovak troops, which were the backbone of the army of Admirai 
Kolchak, have shared the general demoralization and most of them 
insist on returning home, refusing to fight longer in Russia. | 

Recently a “green’’ army of considerable dimensions was 
organized in Siberia, as well as in European Russia. This atmy 
was recruited from both Red and White armies and pledged witta. Se oe 
not to fight any more, saying the world war was over. It is at- 
tracting many men from the Bolehevik as well as the anti-Bol- 
shevist forces.

Oscar Hammerstein’s chief claim 
‘to fame as an impresario’ and the- 
patrical manager, it- has been 
will rest-in the fact that he set new 
records for presénting grand operas 
of composers never before heard in 
Amerita and that he introduced to 
the western musical world singers 

who afterward won great names for 
Han 

Mr. Hammerstein was born in 
‘Berlin; Germany, in 1847, and came 
to the United States in 1863, as he 
later wrote, “to be free.” Arrived in 
New York, he became a cigar 
maker's apprentice. 

He always had great love for the 
theater. Early in life he became 
assoctated with Adolph Neuendorf, 
manager of a Bowery theater. He 
wrote three plays about 1870, all of 
which were produced there. 

efore this, Mr. Hammerstein 
had made a little monev in Harlem 
real estate and invested it’ wisely. 
Later he became a silent partner ot) 
Neuendorf in the control of the 
Fourteenth-street Theater, where 
German plays were produced. The 
first theater he built:in Harlem lost

ederal Reserve Report Sées 
no Reduction. 


Demand is Great, but eam 
| are Cautious. , 
Shortage of Labor is Growing 
More Serious.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.——-No re- 
lief from present high prices is fore- 
cast In the Federal Reserve Board’s 
monthly review of business condil- 
tions issued today, which notes that 
July saw increases in many lines. 

“In general,” the review said, 
“there is a disposition to accept 
Present price levels and to expect a 
continuation of the prevailing level 
for some time to come.” 

In many districts high prices have 
not served to check demand, but the 
possibility of obtaining goods was 
found to be of greater moment to 
the buyer than the price fixed. On 
the other hand, the board said, the 
“Very great” price increases which 
have taken place in certain lines 
have made buyers more cautious, 
care being taken not to increase un- 
duly stocks acquired at the present 
price level for fear a decline might 
occur. 

PRICES BRING EXPANSION. 

Continued high. prices, along 
with constant growth in trade, both 
wholesale and retail, aud increased 
activity in some of the basic indus- 
tries, sustained confidence in the in- 
dustrial situation, led to expansion 
in many lines. Almost the only 
complaints heard concern shortage 
of raw materials and, in a few dis- 
tricts, labor troubjes, although a 
majority of the districts report nor- 


“Instead of a fear of unemploy- 
ment, which had been expressed 
during the early part of the year,” 
the Doard said, “the repérts re- 
celved manifest the fear of an im- 
pending shortage of ia>or.”’ The 
exodus of alien workers was blamed 
In part.

“The protocol originated im a 
written interchange of views be- 
tween the representatives of the Al- 
lied and associated powers and the 
representatives of Germany, as a 
result of which the representatives of 
Germany requested that certain ex- 
Pplanations of methods and facilities 
which it was proposed should be ac- 
corded the German government in 
the execution of the treaty should be 
reduced to writing and signed by the 
powers signatory to the treaty, so 
as to form a definite and binding 
memorandum.” 

The prototol and the correspond- 
ence were referred to the Foreign 
Relations Committee. 

The Senate today adopted a reso- 
lution offered by Senator Kenyon of 
Iowa. authorizing the President to 
convene a general international la- 
bor conference in Washington. 

RESOLUTION TRIMMED 

The resolution contains a proviso 
that the authority shall not be ex- 
ercised unless and until the Senate 
ratifies the treaty. 

Before the Senate adopted the 
resolution the Foretgn Relations 
Committee carefully sheared from 
thé measure all ianguage which 
might be interpreted as committing 
the Senate to the ratification of the 
treaty. 

The measure wae urged by Secre- 
tary of Labor Wilson. 

The reservation prcpssal agreed 
to by several Republican Senator< 
as the basis of ratification of the 
League of Nations covenant is so 
worded, it became known ‘tonight. 
that the “reservations and wnder- 
viandings’” enumerated shall be- 
come “a part of the treat,” an‘ 
shali not stand simply as a detached 
interpretation by tho Senate. 

While some of the sponsors of 
‘he programme regard it as mere- 
iv interpretative in effect, clarifying 
the Jjanguace of the covenant with- 
out changing the tncaning of any 


covenant sul’nitted 
either to arbitration or to the con- 
sideration of the council or the as- 
fembiy of the League of Nations, or 
to the decision or recommendation of 
any other power. 

“(4.) The United States does not 
bind itself to submit for arbitration 
or inquiry bv the asg@mbly or the 
council any question, which in the 
judgment of the United States de- 
pends upon or involves its long-es- 
tablished policy, commonly known 
as the Monroe Doctrine, and it is 
preserved unaffected by any provi- 
sion in the said treaty contained.”

present toward enlarging their num- 
ber, in order to hold fndisputably 
the balance of power.

caused our conduct to stand out in 
such brilliant contrast and in a 
council where our freedom of action 
hereafter will be controlled hay the 
vote of eight of these nations.”

Press today in an interview during 
which the Chief Executive com- 
mented at length on various phases 
of Mexico's problems. 

The President's statement of the 
government's attitudes toward im- 
migration was in response to an in- 
quiry concerning declarations in 
the press of Mexico “ity that large 
numbers of colonists were leaving 
their European or Asiatic homes 
because of disrupted conditions due 
to the world war. 

President Carranza gave  assur- 
ances that Mexico would plaice no 
barriers against proper inimigra- 


tion and, in fact, would extend all. 
Possible aid to such  proapectivs 
colonists. The President recentiv 


appointed a commission to ‘nvesti- 
gate all phases of the colonization 
problem. Senor Luis Luderty Rul, 
president of the commission, has 
announced that communwations 
have been received from England 
France, Canada, Germany and Rus- 
Sia in regard to the feasibility of 
colonies in the republic and in each 
instance the answer has been tha’ 
Mexico welcomes all dependable 
colonists. 

Senor Carranza was asked wheth- 
er the Mexican government had any 
policy concerning Latin 
Which might be construed as in- 
dicating that the solidarity of such 
countries was more to be desired by 
Mexieo than alliances with any 
foreign nation. He replied that to 
date the Mexican government was 
considering no such project of un- 
ion and until such a proposition 
Presents itself he refused to define 
a possible governmental policy. 

Touching on the petroleum ques 
tion, President Carranza asserted 
that the Initiative he presented to 
Congress last November which was 
in effect an amendment to Article 
XAXVIL of the conatitution. prob- 
ably will be. considered by that 
body seon. The President con- 
tinued: 

“The petroleum companies have 
set out to engender ill-feeling be- 
tween Mexico and the United States. 
They are doing this through the 
medium of some sections of the 
American press which are distort- 
ing facta to suit their own ends. 

“Mexico is not opposed to. the 
petroleum companies or to any 
other foreign investors. We mere- 
ly require that if such companies 
fre to operate in the republie ther 
abide by our laws, What the new 
oll law will be I can not say, bur 

have expressed my beliefs and 
ideas in my initiative of last No- 
vember. The passing of a new oil 
law is now in the hands of Con- 
gress.”’ 

President Carranza refused to 
venture a prediction as to action by 
Congress. The attitude of the 
Petroleum commission, which will 
he a determining factor in the set- 
tlement of the present difficulties 
he also de@clared problematical. The 
special commission appointed by 
the Mexican Senate to investigate 
conditions in the Tampico region 
has completed its work, he sald, and 
will give its information to Con- 
gress. This report is private. 

In conclusion President Carranza 
gave renewed assurances of his per- 
sonal wishes and those of the gov- 
ernment that cordial relations bhe- 


tween Mexico and the United States

There are novo 
working crowds in the streets and 


the whole town bears the appear- 
— of a leisurely, cultivated capi- 
tal. 


Arriving in Belfast last night ‘ust 
as the mills and shipyards were 
closing I was struck at once by 
the crowde of workingmen and 
women hurrying home. There was 
no loitering or dawdling. They had 
done their dav’s hard work and were 
anxious not to waste a moment of 
leisure. 


AWAKENED BY LABOR. 


This morning I was awakened by 
the noise of many feet passing my 
hotel. They were the men and wom- 
en of Belfast going to work. In 
Dublin I always slept until the ho. 
servant called me. 
| The question I came here to set- 
tle was: Is Belfast as frreconcilable 
toward the national aspiration of 
Treland as ever? The answer is: | 
don't believe she is. The Ulster 
politician talks as violently as ever. 
‘In Belfast the working man stiil 
j curses the Pope and talks of shoot- 
‘ing the papiets when the Ulster 
volunteers are called out, dut the 
Belfast business man is busy ex- 
ploring the situation and, being one 
of the best business men in the 
world, it is he who probably will 
find a solution. 

Let me not be. understood as say- 
ing the Belfast business man haa 
become a Nationalist. He has not. 
He does not like nationalism ahr 
more than he ever did, but he rec- 
ognizes some form of it ie inevitable 
and is concerned now in finding the 
form which, in his opinion, will do 
the least injury to the Industries of 
Treland. 


SPOKESMAN OF BELFAST. 
The most authoritative spokesman

“Furthermore, if the Irish Parlia- 
ment puts a hostile tariff on Eng- 
lish goods, how long will the Eng- 
lish Parliament refrain from retalia- 
tion? Consider the consequences to 
Ireland in face of the fact practical- 
ly the whole of Irish exports go to 
England. Another phase of.the eco- 
nomic problem centers around di- 
rect taxation. England and Ireland 
now are subject to enormous in- 
come taxes and death duties. Na- 
tionalist Ireland could run its busi 
ness handsomely on the proceeds of 
the customs and excise alone, and 
I cannot conceive of an Irish Parlia-

WILL KEEP WORD. 


Having accepted the latter com- 
Promise the Ulstermen will keep 
their word, if it is insisted on, but 
they don't like it, and, as a matter 
of fact, Mr. Pollock told me today 
of his belief that if put in force it 
would not last many years. 

“It's the economic argument 
again. Human nature is humad na- 
ture, and even Ulster loyalty hard- 
ly would stand up against such con- 
ditions. Imagine political Ulster 
bearing all the burdens of the Eng- 
lish income tax and death duties, 
amounting in many cases to more 
than half the total income, while 
on the other side of the imaginary 
frontier line, which a man could 
Step across at will, there are no such 
taxes. 

“The people would be soing 
across in shoals, and very soon I am 
afraid we would be forced to join 
up with the rest of the country. I 
believe in such a case, also, we 
would find many English people 
making a two-hour crossing to es- 
cape British taxation.” 


ULSTER TO FIGHT? 


I asked Mr. Pollock whether Ul- 
ster still is prepared to resiet by 
force of arms the imposition of 
home rule. His reply, I think, in- 
dicated a distinct advance on the 
wild attitude of stark rebellion. - 

“We never thought of resisting 
the law of the British empire. or 
of taking up arms against the King's 
troops. What Ulster volunteers were 
for was to protect us in resistance 
to taxation -by the Dublin Parlia- 
ment, to which we determined not 
to submit. We still hold thai atti- 
tude, but that is far from rebellion 
against the law of the land.” 


RAD SCHOOL SYSTEM.* 


At present, one question which is 
poisoning the relations of the parties 
in Belfast and reviving dormant re- 
ligious passions is education in Bel- 
fast. Because of its canid growth, 
the city is woefully backward in ed- 
ucational facilities, and, unlike in 
England, the local authority has no 
power to levy a tax for sch. ol] bulld- 
ings, and can only support schools 
built with money granted ty the 
central government. 

Belfast business men promoted a 
bill allowing the levying of a rate 
for school! buildings, but the bill was 
killed by the Catholic opposition be- 
eause of a dispute abeut the con- 
trol of the schools. ‘The situation, 
as Mr. Pollock, who prometed the 
bill, explains it, is thai, while 25 
per cent. of the population of Bel- 
fast ia Catholic, they only pay 5 per 
cent. of the local taxes. They de- 
manded full control of 25 per cent. 
of the new schools. The reply of 
the Belfast majority was: “We will 
spend the full 25 per cent. on your 
schocis, but you mut submit them 
to control, so far as educational effi- 
clency is concerned, to the national 
board of education. This was re- 
fused, and the bill was dropped. 

This, said Mr. Pollock, has creat- 
ed a bad feeling among Prctestant 
workmen, who blame the Catholic 
hierarchy for delay in providing ed- 
ucational facilities’ for their chil- 
dren.

IRISH SOLDIERS Go TO WORK. 

Some people have asked me to 
investigate the position of the de- 
mobilized soldier in Ireland with a 
view to determining whether he 
might be a potential force in a new 
rebellion or in more peeceful meas- 
ures to force some measure of home 
rule from Great Britain. My answer 
is that lee is non-existent as an or- 
ganized force, and to a far greater 
extent than in England he has re- 
turned to civil life and settled down 
as a unit in the working commu- 
nity. Therefore, things are less un- 
settled by the war here than in 
England. But even in Belfast the 
industries are much less upset, and 
the business men are displaying 
much more energy in resuming 
work. 

As far as the politics of the sol- 
diers are affected by the war, I am 
unable to find much change from 
what would have been expected. Ul- 
stermen who fought in France and 
Flanders come back Ulstermen. Na- 
tionalists return Nationalists. A 
large proportion of the latter, 
course. are influenced by friends 
and neighbors. and become Sinn 
Feiners. 

LIKE THE MASS. 


like the great mass of Sinn Feiners. 
They adopt this policy as a gesture 
of disgust with the failure of the 
Nationalists to obtain home rule. 
They would be satisfied with any 
genuine measure of self-government. 
I was prepared to hear that in many 
instances the demobilized soldiers 
were having a bad time at the hands 
of neighbors in Sinn Fein districts, 
but I can find hardly a trace of this. 
Officials of Dublin organizations for 
finding jobs for soldiers report that 
they hear of very few cases of vic- 
timigzation. of soldiers by Sinn Fein- 
ers, and that often in reported cases 
the soldier is to blame for his own 
aggressiveness. As a matter of fact, 
too, in most districts the old sol- 
diers are in eufficient numbers to 
look after themselves very efficient-

“At the most he can be reproached 
for having begun tpo late a war 
which our enemies sought. This, I 
have already publicly proved. The 
whole German policy, pursuing no 
other goal than the maintenance of 
peace, speaks in such clear language 
that really I do not need to add 
anything to it. 

“Apart from these considerations 
of fact, the court which the Entente 
could organize would be in no way 
competent to sit in judgment over 
men who only did their dutv as the 
constitution jfustified them in dotnge 
or bound them to do. Perhaps 
some of them acted as thev did even 
against their better convictions, but 
they did their simple duty. | 


REAL PEACE IMPOSSIBLE.. 


“As things stand, the entire course 
of our enemies is actuated by de- 
mands for vengeance. It can re- 
sult only in embittering with  in- 
creasing force and to the utmost the 
feeling of the German nation, and it 
will make real peace impossible for 
all time. 

“To be or not to be. That ques- 
tion applies to, the law between na- 
tions participating in thié affair. I 
cannot think that in free America, 
where human rights still have a cer- 
tain significance, the position I have 
defined will fail to be understood. 
My standpoint is that of the best 
part of the Gérman nation. 

“This leads me to the question as 
to what I think of the League of 
Moargr AE My answer is simple. I 
don't think anything of it; take no 
stock fn It. Not that I spurn the 
thought in itself. The idea is 
worthy of human spirit and of noble 
aspiration, but I consider it impossi- 
ble to make the league effective, the 
first reason against it being itself 
nee the second being because of our 
times. 


“A MERE IDEAL.” 


“As to the first objection, I believe 
that the practical interests of the 
peoples and of states will always 
outweigh, or obtain preponderance 
over, mere ideal strivings. It will 
prove impossible to bring the inter- 
ests of different nations into such 
harmony that they will be inclined 
to sacrifice their separate advantages 
in order to promote the common in- 
terest. 

“Sacrifices must be made. or else 
the so-called League of Nations will 
affect only the economic rule and 
political mastery of the strongest, who 
will be able to maintain peace only 
so long as others feel themselves un- 
able to preak this determination. 
Forces will strike against each other 
and if there can be no success in 
bringing about agreement between 
the wrangling interests, war will oc- 
cur, and no League of Nations will 
be able to prevent it. : 

“Every nation will ally itself as ap- 
pears to be its advantage. Woe to 
the nation which, in such an  out- 
break. does not take sides but at- 
tempts to remain neutral. Mainten- 
ance of peace will be possible only, 
as in the case of the Koman em- 
pire, if there is a master and arbiter 
whom all. the others obey. Under 
such a syatem, however, the spiritu- 
al development of the human race 
would — considerably. All com- 
petition. Would cease, ali progress 
\would be checked and even the lead- 
ing, dominating nation would g0 to 
ruin, because it would have no rival. 


NO PROGRESS WiTH PEACE. 
“Tt is an utter misiake to believe 
that progress of humanity ir pos- 


sible in eternal pe4ce. Freedor 
alone engenders progress, anid oniv 
by fighting is freedom to be won 
and maintained. 

“If, according to my view a 
League of Nations is in itself im- 
possible because iust be shat- 


tered against the Seif-consciousness 
and the «gotism of nations, it is 
aoubly impossible in a time - like 
curs, which is  ccoinpletely over- 
turned and is standing on it: head; 
in our time which sows hatred and 
grows pregnant with enmitiee. 

“It is a dangerous Utopia simul- 
taneously to sow hate aud to found 
a League of Nations resting on 
peace and friendship. 

GERMANS TO RISE AGAIN. 

“Possibly the German nation will 
for a while content iiself with the 
position to which the late var has 
relegated it. But it is a grave er- 
ror and delusiun to believe that will 
be possible in -the long run. 

“As the late War conceals 
self a new war, the German na- 
tion will raise itself again, and the 
more that hate and the spirit of 
revenge make themselves felt in 
the peace conditions, the sooner 
und the more violent will be the re- 
action. 

“This should be told particularly 
in North America today, in order 
that American policy may reckon 
with it. Whether the reaction will 
set in sooner or later, or by what 
political phenomena it will be ac- 
companied, one cannot now say 
But come it will. That is my firm 
conviction.”

JAPAN URGED TO PUT 
BAN ON MAKING SAKE. 


fA. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) . 

TOKIO, June 15.—The prohibi- 
tion movement in the United States 
has been followed in Japan by the 
launchine of a profect to stop the 
manufacture of sake, Japan's na- 
tional alcoholic drink which is dis- 
tilled from rice. 

The end of the war has brought 


Ino check to the steady increase in 


the price of the necessities of ‘life 
and the soaring cost of rice, which 
is the staple food of the Japanese 


for the government. Last year the 
high price of rice led to serious riots 
throughout the. Empre. 

The Japan Temperance Soctetyv 
has presented a memorial to the gov- 
ernment urging the prohibition of 
making of sake. The ‘organization 
pointa out that about 15,000,000 
bushels of rice are consumed year- 
ly in its manufacture. With the 
population of Japan increasing at 
the rate of 600,000 vearly and the 
national rice crop falling on account 
of the decrease of rice lands through 
eivid and industrial expansion, the 
organization asserts that the enor- 
mous quantity of rice used in dis- 
tiling sake might be turned to a 
better use in distributing it as food 
for the people. 

Emperor Yoshihito is said to be 
deeply concerned over the living 
conditions among has people.

fruit called the Borneo durian has caused 
the greatest sensation. 

Incidentally, the price of durians has 
aviated to such a point that only profiteers 
can really afford them. 

Why all this mad scramble for the du- 
rian? | 

Ernest Braunton recentiy*said of the fruit 


that it is responsible for the wildness of 
the man from Borneo. 


Anyway, it igs sure that those who over- 
come the revulsion caused by the odor of 
the durian and consume one are just wild 
to eat another. 

The durian is a native of the Malay 
Archipelago and surrounding territory. Con- 
fucius said of it: “The durien gives life 
to the loins and makes the old young” 

D. B. Mackie, entomologist of the State 
Department of Agriculture, who has eaten 
the fruit in its native heath, says the chief 
reason why Californians have been strang- 
ers to it is because almost the entire prod- 
wet of the groves of Borneo is consumed 
by wealthy orieatals, who believe that the 
durian is a perpetuator of virile youth. 

Be that as it may, the word has gone 
round cmong ‘hose entering the sere and 
yellow about the durian, and the Los An- 
geles orienta! quarter is being scoured for 
the fruit. The consumption of a few du- 
fians is said to result in a desire on the 
part of the “consumee” to do a shimmy 
with the garbage man.

by such a record for inefficiency, criminal | 


carelessness ani wanton waste as that 
made by the present Democratic administra- 
tion at Washinzton. It has piled up super- 
fluous expenditures never before inflicted 
on any people and under wnich no other 
nation but our own could have stood up. 
That the United States did sustain the bur- 
den was due to the self-denial and sacrifice 
of the citizens. 


Our people can, with profit for the fu- 
ture, now ponder on some of the devious 
ways in which their self-denial was scrapped 
and squandered.

A glaring instance of the wanton destruc- 
tion of national property has just been fur- 
nished in the report of the burning of 115 
new army airplanes at Colombe Les Belles 
in France. This conflagration, that prom- 
ises to become historic, wag called by the 
soldiers who witnessed it “the $1,000,000 
fire.” Evidently the military authorities 
were a little perturbed at this wholesalc 
destruction, for they had armed guards pa- 
trol the scene to prevent any photographs 
being taken. But of course the orders of 
the War Department had to be carried out. 

The burning of the finished product was 
but the climax to a long list of blunders 
and bungling in supplying the fuel for the 
bonfire. Revelations as to the spruce con- 
tracts alone have fixed a mass of inefficient 
rottenness—if nothing worse— on those re- 
sponsible for the administration air pro- 
gramme. The government paid $650 a 
thousand feet for spruce when private con- 
cerns were producing it for $130 a thou- 
sand. In the government spruce camps 
stores were left to rot by the wayside, 
stoves allowed to be eaten up by rust, and 
miles of plank roads that were never used 
built into forests that were never tapped. 


Having by unheard-of methods of taxa- 
tion and financial campaigns never before 
contemplated raised the many billions nec- 
estary—or supposed to be necessary—for 
winning the war, the government appar- 
ently imagined its responsibility to the peo- 
ple came to an abrupt end. The money 


‘was spent, the war was won: that portion 


of the loss that the present generation did 
not pay by direct taxation the next genera- 
tion would have to make goo! through in- 
terest on bonded indebtedness. 


So a billion and a half dollars’ worth of 
supplies that the people had bought for 
their armies in France are to be turned 
over to the French buyers by the govern- 
ment for about three million dollars. An- 
other item for which the people have 2!- 
ready footed the bills consists of 300,000,000 
pounds of ham and bacon, left over when 
the armistice was signed. This meat is 
still being held in storage where it is rap- 
idiy deteriorating, though swine are now 
too precious to be cast before pearls. So, 
whereas the nation for the last nine months 
might have been selling meat, it is now 
merely paying for another dead horse—like 
the airplanes whose ashes whiten the fields 
of Colombe les Selles. 


There are other inefficiencies for which. 


the people are rtill being muicted. A spe- 
cial War Risk Department employing 3500 
high-salaried clerks (all Democrats) is still 
attending to the soldiers’ insurance busi- 
ness, although Director Lindsay of the Pen- 
sion Bureau long ago informed the*admin- 
istration that his bureau could easily han- 
dle all such matters. His office was 
equipped with competent help—the new 
War Risk Department was composed of 
green hands. Disgusted with such deter- 
mined inefficiency. Director Lindsay re- 
signed. But the people are still paying the 
salaries of those superfluous 5500 clerks. 

How many millions were poured like wa- 
ter into desert sands by means of the quall- 
fication card system for assigning men to 
their best-fitted posts we shall never know. 
Here again thousands of deserving Demo- 
crats were appointed to clerical work in 
preparing index cards by which everyone 
of the millions of our soldiers in France 
could be immediately rated. The question- 
naires were duly filled out by the enlisted 
and drafted mea, but the system apparently 
Was never put into practice. Or, if it was, 
it was with reverse English. 

Thus cavalry officers, who were rated 
high for horsemanship, were placed in 
charge of tank companies: first-class engi- 
neers were assigned to the unloading of 
cavalry mounts: expert marksmen were 
utilized as stevadores; and oid fogeys from 
West Point, wose military tactics were 
hopelessly out of date, were placed over 
the heads of smurt young officers from our 
down-to-the-minute, modern training camps. 

Other extravagances and financial ex- 
cesses, too Many to number, have sucked 
up countless millions of the people's hard- 
earned savings. Huge sums were paid to 
Great Britain and France for guns and 
tanks and planes because those furnished 
by our government at the expense of the 
nation were belated in constraction through 
the administration’s desire to expend some 
of the easily-ratsed public moneys on cost- 
ly experiments. Nor should we omit to 
register the $100,000,000 appropriation for 
nitrates to help the farmer which the farm- 
er never received. | 

But isn’t it enough to try the temper of 
the most tranquil citizen—this sickening 
inefficiency and utterly reckless waste 4n 
spending the mighty sums of money gath- 
ered together by the frugality and scrimp- 
ing and pinching infinite pains of the peo- 
ple who believed that patriotism had re- 
placed politics. 

Not only was taxation raised to a need- 
lessly high rate by administrative ineffi- 
ciency, not only were debts incurred for 
material that was turned into junk or burnt 
up in bonfires by Democratic indifference 
to the first rules of business, not only were 
the thrift and saving and bond campaigns 
so freelygecepted by a patriotic nation ren- 
dered partially tueffective by the reckless- 
ness with which their fruits were squan- 
dered, but a bad example was set the whole 
nation, and for this bad example the whole 
nation is today paying the price. 

It is indeed largely through this bad ex- 
ample that the whole American people is 
being driven to desperation by the high 
cost of living and its accompanying orgy 
of extravagant private expenditure. 

It is the inevitable reaction of men and 
women who were exhorted te practice thrift 
and self-sacrifice by an administration that 
all the time itself was practicing the very 
opposite of what tt preached.

The 
sovernment at Verlin is wrestling with that 
subject and finds it no easy one to settle. 
Only a man of great ability end tact will 
be able to occupy the position satisfactorily. 


A report comes from Berlin that the gov- 
ernment plans (9 send Maximilian Harden, — 


publisher of the Zukunft, to Washington as 
the ‘successor of the count who got his 
marching papers shortly before the United 
States| was drawn into the war. A more 
unlikely person for the position could hard- 
ly have been suggested. 

It true that Harden has of late se- 
verely| criticised the former imperial gov- 
ernment. That's because he knows on 
mot hey his bread is buttered. When 
Germ@ny looked like winning Harden was 
loud for the might-is-right policy of the 


militarists. He may not have been very 


strong for the ex-Kaiser, but he was willing 
to see him grab territory, despoil countries 
and enslave Germany's neighbors. 


Moreover—and this renders him. unwel- 
come at Washington—he sneered at this 
country’s neutrality before it entered the 
war and impudently remarked that Ger- 
mans were completely indifferent as to 
what might be the aititude of the United 
States. That was in 1915; he changed his 
views in 1918 after having been shown a 
sample of this country’s might. Mr. Har 
den may be a fine phrase-maker and he may 
have a forcible and uncommon style, but 
he’s not the man for the post of German 
Ambassador to this ccuntry. 


WORKING GIRD. 

The wage commission in Massachu- 
setts has decided that $12.50 a week is posi- 
tively the lowest sum on which a factory 
girl can support herself in reasonable 
~health and with regular meals. Most folk 
will agree that this is moderate enough, 
although the factory girls who drew this 
much in wage were scarce only a few years 
back. The commission also prepared a 
tentative budget for the apportionment of 
the girl's pay end of course on a $12.50 
basis it cannot provide for much saving. 
That will have to come when the wages 
are raised. The girl is allowed $7 a week 
for board and lodging and $2.25 for cloth- 
ing. Of course a thrifty buyer who is handy 
with the needle might be able to econo- 
mize in this item, but most women would 
want more than $10 a month to dress them- 
selves at present prices. The budget al- 
lows 30 cents a week for the doctor and 
dentist. This seems to be what they think 
doctors are worth in the shadow of the 
Mother Church. There is an allowance of 
15 cents for newspapers and 11 cents for 
religious purposes. The odd amount would 
indicate that salvation is almost free, but 
there is a war tax on it. The estimates 
permit the use of 85 cents a week for recre- 
ation and improvement and this must also 
provide for the annual vacation, if one is 
taken. An allowance is made of 75 cents 
for car fare and 50 cents for laundry. There 
is also 30 cents a week for insurance, as 
this is an established institution in the Bay 
State. When the budget gets through there 
is only 25 cents left and this is allotted to 
“incidentals.” Heaven knows this is a 
small sum for talcum powder, gum, postage 
and chocolates. Gasoline and cigarettes 
don’t have much place in the life of a fac- 
tory girl. The figures are interesting mere- 
ly as showing what sociologists and eco- 
nomic experts figure a working woman can 
live on.

IRELAND FOREVER.

‘An ardent Irish Sinn Feiner ut- 
terly confounded a progressive Piun- 
kett dominionité over my dinner ta- 
ble the other night with the an- 
nouncement that what ireland really 
wanted was a king, a regular, ‘royal, 
exclusive king all to itself. It al- 
ways had been partial to kings in 
the dear, dead, glorious past, some 
nine hun-ired of ‘em and mostly 
corded as “dead at the hands of his 
successor.” If, he said, King George 
would be King of Ireland in fact, in- 
stead of mere King of Great Britain 
and Ireland, all would be well. He 
ought to move over there definitely, 
hold his court there, raise his family 
there, hold his royal parades there 
and do the thing in bang-up style. 
What really hurt Ireland’s feelings 
was this half-a-king business. Of 
course a@ mere common modern re- 
public would never satisfy Ireland. 
Ireland, steeped in the glorious tra- 
ditions of the past, with all the jol- 
ly intercounty intrigues, yearning 
for its ancient Irish language, sing- 
ing persistently of fine old wrongs 
and injustices and the inalienable 
right of revolt against government, 
had no chance to express herself un- 
der these new-fangled, democratic, 
will-of-the-majority constitutions 
sg cramp one’s style so lamenta- 

y. 

As he said, this republic business 
would do very well for the present 
while its President was exiled in 
the U.S.A. and the hundreds of na- 
tional poets who had never seen 
freland could have a fair fling, but 
anyone who had lived in Ireland of 
recent years would realize that, ‘as 
a permanent thing, a republic, firmly 


| established, with a hard and fast 


constitution, would be a frost, es- 
pecially if all the conservative mil- 
lionaire patriots return to Ireland. 
For, he assured us, there was noth- 
ing so conservative as the Irish pa- 
triot in prosperous circumstances on 
every other subject but Ireland. 
They are the veriest sticklers for 
constitutional rights and all that 
sort of thing tin the countries where 
they have made their pile. These 
gentlemen, once they had returned 
to set up their mansions in Ireland, 
will have all sorts of ridiculous 
yearnings for the protection of the 
British fleet without cost, old-age 
pensions, paid by tyrannical Eneg- 
land, and English appropriations for 
education and so on.

Wis. It is important to learn 
whether the earth tides are of the 
same magnitude and character at an 
inland station and at a point close 
to the Pacific Ocean, and the in- 
vestigtions to be made Prof. 
Michelson in Pasadena will con- 
ducted with special reference to this 
question. 

Prof. Mich®lson its everywhere 
recognized as the first physicist in 
the United States. His numerous 
investigations have led to advances 
of the highest importance, which 
have brought him recognition from 
scientific societies both at home and 
abread. He is vice-president of the 
National Academy of Sciences, a 
foreign member of the Roval Society 
of London and a correspondent of 
the Paris Academy of Sciences. He 
has also been awarded the Copley 
medal of the Royal Society and the 
Nobel physics prize.

Wife Charges Husband Took it 
for Another’s Use. 


Lest Others Meet Same Fate 
She Hides Them. 


Couple Parted Once Before;

BARS ARE LET DOWN. 


New Reinstatement Rules Cause 
Rush of War Insurance Seekers. 


Now that the Bureau of War Risk 
Insurance has let down the bars on 
reinstatement, the Soldiers’ and Sail- 
ors’ Replacement Bureau in the City 
Hall is doing a rushing business. 

Under these new provisions, which 
cancel all previous rules, soldiers and 
sailors may allow their government 
insurance to lapse for a period of 
eighteen months after discharge, and 
then be reinstated upon payment of 
one month's back premium, without 
interest, and without medical ex- 
amination. Further than this, a sol- 
Gier or sailor may at any time re- 
inatate within eleven months of 
lapsation upon back payment of one 
month's premium. 

These new regulations are the 
means of saving hundreds of dollars 
to men realizing the benefits of the 
government insurance. and are a 
good example of the increasing lib- 
erality of the Bureau of War Risk 
Inevurance, it is pointed out.

A romance of yea gone by was 
brought into the case4of Mrs. Kath- 
rine A. Macdonald, the elderly wife 
of the young ex-evangelist, Horace 
Loring Macdonald, yesterday, when 
former Senator Henry E. Carter, at- 
torney for the woman, made public 
proof that Mrs. Macdonald was le- 
gally separated from her first hus- 
band at the time she married the 
third. In his answer to Mrs. Mac- 
donald’s suit for divorce, filed here 
a few weeks ago, young Macdonald 
alleged their marriage was not 
binding because at the time of the 
ceremony in San Francisco, Mrs. 
Macdonald was not divorced from 
S. W. McFarland, whom she mar- 
ried in 1872. 

This allegation, Mr. Carter said 
yesterday, is absolutely unfounded, 


and produced a certified copy of 
the decree granted Mrs. Macdonald.

TESTIMONY NOW 


IS CUMULATIVE. 


Calm Succeeds Storm in the 
Harris Robbery Case. 


“ ‘Found My Crib,’ Defendant 
Told Me,” Says Witness. 


Insanity Commitment’s Asked, 
but Judge Refuses. 


It was a sort of replic@of Albert 
Bierstadt’s famous painting, “After 
the Storm,” in Judge Taft's court- 
room yesterday, at the continuance 
of the hearing of the charge again$* 
Lewis B. Harris, of looting the First 
National Bank and postoffice at Ar- 
tesia of $21,900 in bonds and cash, 
March 25. Harris's brain-storm had 
passed, and he did nothing more dis- 
turbing than to nervously bite his 
fingernails. His companion, Frances 
Kennedy, registered resignation, and 
took but a languid interest in the 
testimony, which, for the most part, 
was cumulative in !ts character.

torney Clarke deciared that he 
would have several more days of 
testimony. 

At the opening of on. Attorney 
Guy Eddie. on behalf of Harris, 
made the statement that the au- 
thorities at the County Hospital had 
declined to .make any examination 
of his client with a view to ascer- 
taining his mental 
of the fact that he 
regularly committed to the psycho- 
pathic ward. He suggested that the 
court make an order committing
